THEY STRUCK A SNAG.

i'[llomas Faweelt & Sons, Coal Oper-
ators, Decome Embarrassed.

CULMINATION OF OLD TROUBLES,

The Sherifl Seizes Their Property, but All
Debts Will be Paid,

FINANCIAL CIRCLES ALL SERENE

Some surprise was created among river
conl operators, yvesterday, by the announce-
went that Thomas Faweelt & Sons had
struck = financial smag that threatened
failure,

This leeling was intensified when it was
tearned that the Sheriff had levied upon the
firm’s property in the interest of the Central
Bank of thiseity. This institution issued
judgments and executions against the firm
for $1063,000, which stand as first lienson all
the property of Fawcett & Sons, thus donbly
securing the bank far the loans mentioned.

Outside of people directly interested, the
news created little interest The senior
member of the embarassed firm, 3:. Thomas
Fawcett, is in New Orleans. His son,
Captain James Fawoeett, was at the office
all day long ettending to business, and dor-
ing the afternoon was scen by & DISPATCH
reporter.  He said:

“We do not ohject in the least to haviog
the truth told about this trouble. I fact,
we prefer it, so that no unnecessary scare
may follow.

THE CAUSE OF THE FAILURE.

“The firtn is embarrassed. This state of
uflairs was brought about by various causes.
For three or four years the coal business
bas been bad, but we would have risen
superior to this bandicap had not other

matters over which we had no control con-
fronted ns. The firm owns property in the
shape of coal lands, beats, Iandings, ete., from
Welbiter, on the Monongahela river, to New
Urleans. We are in condition to pay every
dollar we owas and have something left. This
is true, even if some of our property has to be
sald under the bammer, thongh of course we
cannot give away what we have and come out
oven,”

“Will you state what the liabilities of the
firm are?™

“1 prefer not to do g0, just at present. I will
not siy that it is none of the public's business,
but when 1 tell you that our creditors are men
who will not be affected by our trouble, you
can see that it 1s larpely a matter between
tllt:t\t\! inljad the thrm." . =

“Will you resume operations again

“We may and we may not, It would be use.
tess for e Lo give you a definite answer to this
question ane \nf‘ or the other just at present.
I hint will be decided later. There is one thing
about it, while there is no donbt plenty of
moeney in this city at the present time, it seems
to be very clese, and a man could bardly raise
ready cash on Government bonds. Nowif 1
should 1lk to wou all night I could oot tell
you more of the situation as it now exista."

At the Uentral Bank, of which Mr. Thomas
Faweett is President, evervtlung was as serene
and [ovely as a May mornin hey contirmed
the statements regarding the ! steps thae
bad been taken, as mentioned above, and said
the imdebtodness of the frm, $165,000, was
amply secured. The officials said the total in-
deltedness of Faweoett & Sons was probably
£400,(00, while their assets would reach fully
S0 00, They bad not the slightest anmiety
abuut the outeome of the trouble, as it would
be cleared up sutisfactorily to all parties inter-
ested.

X0 FEADLS BY FINANCIERS,

One of the best evidences that the embarass-
moent of the firn hiad created no stir in finan.
cial cireles was found when a reporter entered
the Germania Savings Bank. The officials,
from top to bottow, were entirely ignorant of
the wmatter, and this was at 330 o'clock in the
afternoor. Ouve of the gpentlemen said that at
noon he had met sevaral local bankers, and
they had a genera! talk about local affairs
The Faweelt troobl: was not mentioned, as, 1n
faol, it wasnol known. The unanimous opiu-
ion was that the business of this city was on a
thoroughly sound footing, and that there wery
Bo breakers ahead,

“Thore is plonty of money in Plttsburg," con-
tinund tho gentleanan, “but in accordance with
the conservative methods of our bankers, it is
not being put out very extensively, I don't
kunow much about Fawecett & Bon, but their
tronble is not a factoer in financial eircles.”

The ovificials of the First National Bank had
Leard a general mention of the Fawoett sus-
pension, but knew nothing as tothe details, not
haviog taken the trouble to make any lngquiry
abont it. They were satisfied that the firm hud
ample assels 10 pay every dollar of ite debts, or
ut least they had boon so informed, and thought
this was sufficiont for the parties most inter-
ested—their credivors,

Mr. W, H., Brown, Jr., of the well-known
firmi of W. H. Brown's Son=, said that he could
se@ no reason for any other coal oporators to be
enbarrassed on aceount of the Fawcett fallure,
as that pany was inaependent of any other
cnneerns pxeept its retail interests in Cincinnati
and New Orleans. “The croditors of Thomas
Faweett will receive their money, dollar for
dollar,” said Mr. Brown. *I know nally
that the assets are more than the haldlities,
and it isonlya ‘?nmlon of time until he can
straighten around and get at his money. The
money market is such at present that he counld
not borrow from the banks, and even il he

PURE WATER STRUCK

By the Drillers for the Citizens of
the Twenty-Sixth Ward,

PLANS T0 SUPPLY THE SOUTHSIDE

By Drilling Deep Wells in All of the
Equares of Esch Ward.

ORDINANCE WAKTED FROM COUNCILS

Pure, sparkling water in abundance has
been struck by the drillers putting down the
test well for citizens of the Twenty-sixth
ward, Southside.

It is now proposed to have a similar well
drilled in each of the 24 squares of the ward.
A petition to Councils for an ordinanee to
that effect will be made soon, the Twenty-
sixth ward ecitizens o stand the expense.

It is farther planned to have each ward on
the Southside take up the movement to ob-
tain pure drinking water. With an aver-
age of 15 wells to each of the 13 wards on
the Southsida it would make & total of 195
publie wells. It is thonght that the cost
need not exceed $200 eagh, or & tofal of $39,-
000, This sum would be raised by the wards
sccording to the number of wells put down
ineach. Itisargued that the expenditure
would directly benefit the stoekholders and
would be & paying outlay of cash when
bealth is considered.

THE RESULT OF AGITATION.

The movemant by the Twenty-sixth ward
citizens was first suggested in an article
which appeared in THE DISPATCH a short
{ime since, Several public meetings were
held in the Humbeldt schoolbouse, and at last
a snbgcription paper started to raiss the neces-
sary money to put down s test well, Sub-
seription Llanks were put In the hands of

rominent residents of the ward, and soon §300

aid boen subseribed.

John Connors contracted to put the well
dowi, and has been drilling two weeks, until
Iato Saturday night, when o vein®@f the purest
wnter was struck at the 170-font mark. The
pump was put futo shapoe Sunday, and yester-
day afternoon it was found thas there was 63
feet of water in the well.

The strike was the talk of the ward yester-
day afternoon, and at most any time in the day
persons could be seen at the pomp, testing the
water or holding it up to the light and ng
as they saw it sparkle. Jacob Schneider, one
of the prime movers in tho enterprise, was
found at the well. He was delighted, and sald:
“Now, goodby Monongahela mud and filth; we
shall not be obliged to drink gou more.”

Mr. Schneider took a bucket of the water
home Sunday night, and yesterday morning it
was as clear as ever, without & bit of sediment
at the bottom of the vessel.

GOOD WATEE TO DRINK.

The water hasa pleasant mineral taste, and
s pronovunced excellent by all who visited the
well and drank to the health of the new pure
water movement. It s declared entirely free
from bacteria or any disease germs, and 3n ex-
cellent, healthy drinking water.

The idea from the first was only to obtaln a
pure drinkipg water, so that the new schems
miny not make any diferonce with the receipts
of the Monongahvis Water Company.

As soon as the Twenty-sixth ward people ob-
tain their ordinance they will proceed jo put
down the other 28 wells. 1t is probable that the
movement will not become gen until the
E{uu is seen to work in the Twenty-sixth ward.
